Mr. Baldwin vs. Mr. Frost in Discussion 
of Taxes and Product 
of Taxes. 


Mr. Baldwin 
To the Editor: 

Dear Sir, 

Certain of my friends tell me that 
when Mr. Frost’s articles appear in the 
lownsman, shortly before town meet- 
ing, they expect to hear something from 
me, and, if not, are disappointed. While 
| have a suspicion that their interest 
may be prompted by motives similar to 
those of the small boy who stands on the 
curb watching two canines bristle up, 
and with keen delight gives vent to 
his feelings by saying “‘Sic ’em,” I am 
sure that if no one replies to Mr. Frost 
there are a few people, at least, who 
may be misled and who will really be- 
lieve that the town is on the verge of 
bankruptey. ; 

According to Mr. Frost, “the Town 
would require $2,800,000 new taxable 
property” if it provides for the necessi- 
ties which the conditions warrant during 
the coming year. 

Is it possible that Mr. Frost has not 
yet learned what determines the pre- 
sent valuation of property in Andover, 
and that if the matter of fixing valua-

Alfalfa, Field Pea and Soy Bean Seed 


Congressman John Jacob Rogers has 
been allotted by the Department of 
Agriculture for testing purposes by the 
farmers of the Fifth Massachusetts 
District, a few packages of Grimm Al- 
falfa, field pea and sov bean seed. The 
Grimm alfalfa and field) peas are in 
four-pound packages and the soy beans 
in two-pound packages. Each package 
contains @ sufficient quantity of seed for 
a satisfactory field test and, in view of 
the gies supply, the Department of 
Xgri®ulture has ruled that it cannot 
furnish more than one package to any 
particular individual. 

Congressman Rogers has been asked 
to furnish the Department by February 
Ist with a list of the farmers of the 
Fifth District who wish to make a test 
of one of the three kinds of seeds. If 
those farmers who desire to receive a 
package of the seed will notify Congress- 
man Rogers and inform him of the par- 
ticular kind desired, he will arrange to 
have the names placed on the mailing 
list until his quota is completed. All 
letters should be addressed to Con- 
gressman John Jacob Rogers, Flouse of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C.

No motion picture ever brought to 
Boston has created such a great amount 
of advance interest as the coming of 
“The Copperhead,’”’ the Paramount- 
Arteraft production of Augustus Thom- 
as’ great American play with Lionel 
Barrymore in the title role, which opens 
for a limited engagement at the Park 
Theatre, Boston, on January 26th. 

“The Copperhead” was produced 
as a stage play at the Shubert Theatre, 
New York, on February 18, 1917 and 
ran there until May 25, 1918, scoring one 
of the greatest successes of any recent 
drama on the American stage. In the 
role of Milt Shanks, Lionel Barrymore, 
the older brother of Ethel and John, 
made the biggest personal hit of his 
stage career. THe New York audience 
showed its appreciation of his acting by 
remaining ten minutes after the per- 
formance to pay enthusiastic and whole- 
hearted tribute. 

The film version follows the story 
closely, beginning its first episode during 
the year 1860, then in 1863 and ending 
in 1903. To denote this passing of 
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motive is to build up. 

Space permits the consideration this 
week of only the first of these two facts, 
namely: the reasons that justify criti- 
cism. Next week by the continued 
courtesy of the Townsman, the writer 
will be glad to outline what, in his 
judgment, he regards a “constructive” 
program. 

The reasons for his long continued 
and persistent criticisms are many, but 
the chief reasons can be traced to three 
striking events. 

The first of these occurred at the first 
town meeting he attended March 6, 
1911. At this meeting two articles in 
the“Warra nt -~6th..-aad_..7th «> were 
unanimously and enthusiastically voted, 
without debate and without any dissent 
save what was implied in a gingerly 
inquiry by the writer. These two arti- 
cles were the following: 

Article 7. To see if the Town will 
vote to rescind that part of the vote of 
May 11, 1908, relating to a two ‘per 
cent income requirement on the cost of 
water extension, also that authority be 
given to the Board of Public Works to 
make extensions to the water system at 
their diseretion with the funds at their 
disposal.” = c 

To provide the Board with sufficient 
funds Article 6th was voted: — To see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the 
issue of $20,000. 00 of water loan bonds, 
the proceeds to be used for the extension 
and improvement of the water system, 
on petition of the Board of Public 
Works.” 

In his judgment this vote committed 
the town to a most ruinous policy. It 
gave the Board carte blanche, an abso- 
lutely free “hand to spend what they 
pleased regardless of any immediate, or, 
in fact, any future return upon the 
capital expended. p 

This $20,000 was soon exhausted and 
the demand of the Board for more was 
unhesitantly met by a new bond issue of 
$10,000. This action was taken when 
the town owed $309,000 and had a 
yearly charge of $12,000 for interest 
on this outstanding debt. 

This policy continues to be the policy 
of our town, but thanks to the horse- 
sense of our Water Board they repu- 
diated it some vears ago. From that 
time on the water svstem has forged 
ahead till today it is practically self- 
supporting and in five years will have 
cleaned off its entire debt. 

II 

Then came the town meeting of 
March 1914. Here ““wisdom seemed to 
quit” the town altogether, for at this 
meeting, in addition to an article asking 
for $30,000 for macadamizing Lowell 
street, came a demand for a new High 
School building. The Financial Gom- 
mittee, in their recommendation, urged 
the fixing over of the Punchard Eligh 
School building and refused to sanction 
the costly outlay for a new building. | 
But their wise recommendation § was| 
brushed aside and a new Finance Com- 
mittee, favorable to this scheme, was | 
subsequently chosen by the moderator 
and the High School was built at a cost |

The next play to be presented by 
Henry Jewett’s Company at the Cop- 
ley Theatre will be ““Man and Super- 
man”, one of the most delightful com- 
edies by G. Bernard Shaw, whose 
knowledge of men and manners gives 
him an admirable opportunity of intro- 
ducing an interesting group of people 
into any play that he writes. ‘‘Man and 
Superman” made a _ distinct success 
when it was first seen in this country 
some years ago at which time Robert 
Loraine; an English actor, was seen in 
the part of John Tanner. In the Copley 
Theatre presentation of this play this 
part will be played by Noel Leslie, a 
youthful actor of splendid stage pre- 
sence, Who is pleasantly remembered

of $110,000. This new High School is 
today, and will prove more and more to 
be, the costliest and most unnecessary 
project foisted upon our town.  In- 
stead of laying Gut $30,000 or $40,000 
at most, in adding on to the old building 
(as they did so successfully at North 
Andover) and paying liberal salaries 
to our teachers, the town screwed down 
the teachers’ salary and put $70,000 
needlessly into brick and mortar.

He 
felt that Andover was putting the cart 
before the horse. Andover thinks so 
herself now, and is trying hard, to get 
the pulling power back into the shafts, 
but finds the cumbrous wagon too heavy 
to manage. In view of our financial 
indebtedness and being in the throes 
of a wortt war that was absolutely 
sure to. involve America, the writer 


be far wiser to harness a strong horse 
to a Concord wagon than to harness a 
half-starved horse: to a stage coach, 
though said stag@ coach were as spacious 
and costly as that of Louis XIV 

By this yote_the town sunk herself 
much deeper into debt, greatly increased 
her overhead charges for fuel and jani- 
tor service and laid upon the shoulders 
of the taxpayers a permanent burden 
impossible ever to remove. Andover’s 
debt in 1915 was $218,000. When the 
High School was completed this  in- 
debtedness (1916) was swollen to the 
high mark of $402,000 ‘with corres- 
pondingly increased interest charges.

The third reason that forced the 
writer to push back upon the breeching 
instead of to pull on the traces, was 
the feverish action of the town in putting 
a sewer in Abbott and Marland villages. 

This proposal, afong with the pro- 


was put forward at one and the same 
town meeting. Both ‘were finally 
adopted and carried to successful issue. 
When the writer saw this propensity 
to run deeper and deeper into debt, this 
reckless disregard of expense, with ab- 
solutely no thought or solicttude as to 
how this extra expense was to be met; 
and when, in conjunction with this 
extravagant temper, he realized the 
ease with Which a certain small group 
could obtain their desires at town 
meeting; how these desires grew year 
by year by feeding; when he saw these 
men concerned chiefly in devising plans 
to spend money, but at the same time 
putting forth not one seintilla of effort 
to ineréase the town’s income, — when 
he witnessed all this year by year and 
this too, in the very teeth of social and 
financial conditions that call vocifer- 
ously for rigid economs and far-seeing 
statesmanship, he became alarmed. 
And from that first town meeting to 
the present hour he has besought his 
fellow citizens to take account of stock,

realizing that his appeal has been to as 
fine a class of citizens, — well-motived 
and brainy, loyal and businesslike, — 
as could be matched in any town in our 
beloved Commonwealth, but whose 
absorbtion in their own successful 
enterprises commandeered the totality 
of their interest, leaving them neither 
time nor thought to acquaint them- 
selves with town affairs. It is to this 
same class of fellow townsmen that 
the writer appeals today. He _ begs 
them to realize that it is not the high 
cost of living, nor the demand for larger 
salaries that is just now squeezing the 
jugular vein of our town treasury. This 
vice-like grip is due more directly to 
our past reckless extravagance. What 
Andover paid last year $67,000 on its 
debt and interest thereon, is ample to 
meet every extra demand made upon 
its exchequer today.

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tions could be put in the hands of an 
impartial tribunal, we would, in all 
probability, have not $2,800,000 but 
$5,000,000 additional in taxable pro- 
perty? 

Last year I advocated a revision of 
property valuations, and was rewarded 
with an increase of approximately 
16 2-3 percent. A neighbor of mine 
who had the good sense to keep his 
mouth shut got by without any increase 
whatever. Another neighbor ventured 
the opinion that I did the unwise thing 
to keep my lawn mowed, while my 
eneighbor, who was “overlooked”, al- 
lowed his to grow long and ragged. Mr. 
Frost had his valuation actually re- 
duced. 

Such is the reward for public-spirited- 
ness. I believe it was stated that the 
gentleman referred to, sold one of his 
houses, and was therefore entitled to 
a reduction. Notwithstanding this, a 
citizen who owns considerable property 
in Andover, and who is considered a 
pretty good judge of real estate, tells 
me that the property in question is 
probably worth in the vicinity of $30,- 
000. ‘The assessors, I believe, have now 
fixed the value at $13,000. To be con- 
servative, let us assume that the real 
value is between $22,000 and $25,000. 


I will leave it to any fair-minded 
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ing city, where he finds a market for his 
goods. 

On our main thoroughfare through 
town it is understood that at least 
$10,000 has been put into one estate, 
on which the valuation, according to 
last reports, did not exceed $3000.00. 

Reference is made to the new homes 
constructed this year, which will bring 
in “less than $7000." Just how this is 
arrived at, only Mr. Frost knows. A 
prominent contractor states that ac- 
cording to a very conservative estimate, 
this recently developed property should 
add $450,000 to the valuation, which 
will help some, for it will bring in some- 
thing in excess of $10,000.00. 

It may be a bold statement, but 
without knowing anything about the 
valuations between Stimson’s Bridge 
and the Lawrence line, I would not 
hesitate to add $1,000,000 to the pre- 
sent valuations, and would then be 
very much surprised if the property in 
question was not under-valued. Those 
who would be most affected would 
probably never miss this extra $23,000 
or whatever amount would be turned 
over to the town. 

As a suggestion, this money would be 
just about enough to put Main Street — 
between the Square and Hidden Road — 
in firstclass condition and thus the very 
men who made the contribution would 
be benefited, for I do not believe that 
these people who go to and from Boston 
in their limousines like to ride over 
“railroad ties’’ any better than the 
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attention of the Chairman, who ad- 
mitted that the property was taxed for 
all it was worth; however, when I asked 
him to make an abatement he said 
“Oh no, that would be unfair to others,” 
or words to that effect. As I remember 
it, there were no voters in this family. 

If all the property in town, including 
that owned by Mr. Frost, was taxed 
on the same basis, I can see visions of 
an $18.00 tax rate for 1920, and, as in 
the days of old, the ‘handful of meal” 
will be quite sufficient, for in addition 
to giving the School Committee an in- 
crease of $32,000 and the Board of 
Public Works $21,000 there would be 
something left over. 

Reference to cash on hand being 
$14,800 less than last year is of little 
consequence, for anyone who under- 
stands corporation bookkeeping knows 
that the bank balance fluctuates from 
day to day, and until the assets are set 
up in one column and the liabilities in 
another, we have no means of knowing 
whether we are better off this year than 
last, or vice versa. 

I can think of no other reason for 
such a statement than a desire to throw 
a scare into the minds of some who may 
not be familiar with the town’s book- 
keeping methods. 

Let us hope that the Treasurer wil 
include in his financiai statement the 
value of town property in order that we 
may know exactly how we do stand.

I presume the intention is to make it 
appear that the Board of Public Works 
would collect $5000 from the State, 
but in reality actually pay the State 
$1589.00 and receive nothing. This is 
not in accordance with the facts. Lo- 
well Street, as far as the State is con- 
cerned,is built out of the automobile 
fees; the-State Highways are an entirely 
different .proposition.

the highways which were built entirely 
at the expense of the State. Personally, 
I wish that there were more of them in 
Andover, for, if we are to be charged 
only with the cyst-of repairs, the burden 
to the town is considerably less than 
any of the highways built by the town, 
or even Lowell Street, which is being 
built by the town, county and state. 

There is, however, a further provision 
in the law, which makes the burden 
easier, viz., — that when the valuation 
of a town is more than $5,000,000 no 
assessment in any one year can exceed 
$500.00 per mile. 

Strange as it may appear, in one 
statement I can agree with Mr. Frost 
when he says: 

“The heavy end of the burden 
rests, and will always rest, upon the 
owner of a house, a barn, a hen 
coop or a pig sty.” 

The man who is thrifty, and who 
saves enough to invest in a home, a hen 
coop, etc., should not be forced to bear 
“the heavy end of the burden’’, when by 
so doing the rent profiteer, the man of 
wealth, and the man of large estates, 
through influence or otherwise, pays a 
smaller amount in proportion towards 
the expenses of the town, and thus adds 
to his wealth. 

Chairman Eames once told me that 
when a man invested his savings in a 
home, thus making his family comfort- 
able, amid decent surroundings, he be- 
blieved he was entitled to a lower 
valuation than the real estate speculator. 
‘This is the proper spirit, and when 
Mr. Frost, or anyone else, finds it more 
profitable to put money into Andover 
real estate than into stocks and bonds, 
the least that he or they can do is to be 
fair, and not let the spirit of avarice 
overcome everything else, and to such 
an extent as to’ cause others to lose 
sight of the true Andover spirit, which 
is, —to make our community a little 
better than the average, as known 
throughout the State. 

Let us hope that the day will come 
when a “Vigilance’’ Committee will be 
appointed, made up of all classes, in 
order that the people may have some 
voice in putting the burdens of taxa- 
tion where they belong.

Dear Sir, 


Supplementary: tomy letter. of the 
13th inst., after having read Mr. Frost's 
latest article, I would like to make a 
brief statement. 

With respect to the gentleman’s 
reference to his attempt to interest 
certain well-known capitalists to es- 
tablish new industries in Andover, 
while I am not one of those who: 

“wish to rid our town of factories 
altogether, keeping it as a ‘school 
town’ or residential centre.” 

it seems to me that Mr. Frost is “‘bark- 
ing up the wrong tree.” 

To induce a new industry to establish 
a plant in a certain location it is quite 
necessary to offer it something more 
attractive than can be secured elsewhere. 
What have we in Andover to interest 
Henry Ford, or any other capitalist? 
Absolutely nothing, not even trolley 
freight transportation. 

It is unnecessary for me to tell you of 
the injustices which have been heaped 
on New England manufacturers by the 
United States Railroad Administration. 
Some of us feel that $5,000,000.00 or 
more is due New England receivers of 
coal on aecount of overcharges, and in 
addition to that I received only a few 
days ago a notice that the Shipping 
Board would increase the rates on water 
borne-coal 75c¢ per ton. 

The rates on fuel oil have been ad- 
vanced to such an extent as to cause 
certain New England manufacturers 
to question whether they can still use 
this very necessary commodity,..and. the 
local freight rates have, in the last few 
years, advanced all of 100 percent, in 
some cases 200 percent, and are still 
going higher. 

In view of the above, except for the 
expansion hoped for in what we call our 
“home industries’, it goes without 
saving that Andover must remain a 
residential town. 

As to the following, in’so far as the 
same concerns the demand for fine es-, 
tates, I question if it is absolutely in 
accordance with the facts: 
| “It has failed first, because few 
of these rich and cultured people 
respond to her invitation, and 
secondly, those who have res- 
ponded contribute relatively little 
toward defraving our town ex- 
| penses. Thev buy some old house 

and remodel it and pay into our 
town treasury an. extra tax so 
small as to, require -a compound 
_ microscope to detect it.” 
It is new understanding that our town 
lis till.considered very attractive, and, 
in view of the great demand for houses 
at the present time, and the little effort 
| which is made to dispose of some of our 
fine estates, I am cgmvinced that An- 
| dover real estate is y aise on the mar- 
ket. 

As to the last portion of the above, | 
/am sure that Mr. Frost and myself are 
| not so very far apart after all.

Another phase of the cost of govern- 
ment in Andover is the situation that 
confronts every governmental agency at 
the peesent time dealing with labor. 
Not only have hours been lessened and 
productive time thereby decreased, but 
the actual production per hour has 
fallen off seriously. “he short work-day 
has had its effect on no production with 
greater injury than the production 
brought about by public employees. 
Always feeling sure in their employment, 
they have fell more so under present 
conditions, and that security has led 
them to increasing shirking so that it is 
doubtful if the actual production of the 
average group of public employees at 
present is more than 50 per cent of what 
it was on a ten-hour-day basis ten years 
ago, with the rate of wages per hour | 
multiplied by approximately three. 

This very week an illustration of how 
this operates is shown in the pathing of 
snow here in town. We used to have at 
the engine house six or eight horses 
ready to be put on the job whenever the 
fall of snow made it necessary, and paths 
greeted the workers as they went to the 
mills at half-past six in the morning. 
The workers now go to the mills any- 
where from seven to eight o’clock, and | 
snow paths are altogether too frequently 
in their infancy even at that later hour. 
The eight horses in the engine house

That the victory of the allies is only 
apparent and not real, and that Ger- 
many will gain the economic supremacy 
for which she fought is the confident 
opinion of the German people. This is 
one of the impressions received by 
Lieutenant Coningsby Dawson after 
his recent trip through France, Belgium 
and Germany with the army of occupa- 
tion. 


Introduced by Professor Forbes of 
the Phillips Academy faculty, Mr. 
Dawson was given an_ enthusiastic 


welcome joey. his audience of academy 
students, faculty and townspeople when 
he spoke in the Chapel church last 
Friday evening. He began his address 
by offering his sympathy to the young 
men who were born too late to take an 
active part in the wae and so had been 
cheated out of that glory, but held 
out the hope that they might take part 
in the real victory which will come now 
that the fighting is over. 

A new world, an unselfish world with 
the idea of sharing was created during 
the struggle and this same idea may be 
carried into times of peace. 
son told a story of what he saw while in 
London this spring, which illustrated 
the courage and unselfishness of the 
English Tommies, who walked many 
miles to the hospital on crutches to 
have artificial limbs fitted or refitted, 
rather than spend money on trains or 
buses or taxis.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Boy Killed By Auto Truck 


James McCarthy, the thirteen-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph J. Me- 
Carthy of 15 Cuba street, was struck 
and instantly killed by the truck of the 
Metropolitan Furniture Company, 777 
Boylston street, Boston, last Friday 
afternoon. 

The accident happened about 3.30 
o’clock on Main‘ street almost opposite 
the town hall. Young McCarthy was 
on his way to town from the Parochial 
School on Chestnut street and he and a 
companion were chasing each other 
along the west sidewalk. Unaware of 
the approaching truck on its way to 
Boston, the unfortunate boy darted 
from the sidewalk across the street 
and reached the car tracks when he was 
struck by the radiator of the truck. 
He was caught underneath and dragged 
a few yards before the machine was 
stopped. > 

Willing hands helped to remove the 
mangled form of the boy to the police 
station, where it was found that his 
skull had been laid open and death 
must have been instantaneous. Dr. 
P. J. Look meade the examination. 

The driver of the truck, Everett F. 
Jordon of 65 Pearl street, Cambridge, 
and his assistant, W. F. Maliff, 256 
East Cottage street, Dorchester, re- 
ported to the police station and awaited 
Judge Stone, who held a hearing. Ac- 
cording to witnesses, Jordon was pro- 
ceeding very slowly at the time and 
stopped almost within the length of 
the truck. Jordon was allowed to go, 
there being no evidence to show he was 
criminally negligent. 

Dr. George W. Dow medical exami- 
ner, was notified and he ordered the 
body removed to Everett M. Lund- 
gren’s undertaking parlors on Elm 
street. Dr. Dow later made his exami- 
nation and pronounced it accidental 
death.

Washington Letter 


Washington, D. C.—Now that the 
war is going to be fought all over again 
in the committee rooms of the capitol, 
there is this advantage to such methods 
of warfare, that any one can see all of 
the fighting both on sea and land by 
getting at the capitol in time to get a 
seat. The demand for the best seats 
will be large and thus early the hearings 
are crowded to overflowing. With 
Admiral Sims and Secretary Daniels 
star performers on the (water, and 
Secretary Baker and scores of friends of 
the army and others fighting it out on 
land, there is no end for weariness and 
the status of the war maps makes Wash- 
ington the best winter resort along the 
Atlantic coast. Admiral Sims’ charge

of necessity be answered and when Mr. 
Secretary Daniels reaches the stand 
very soon, the sparks will fly. Sor a 
long time now, such matters as are 
about to be consummated were predicted 
Naval men and army men have said 
for years that the country should know 
at first hand just how naval and army 
matters were conducted from the in- 
side and the country is going to have it. 
Better not predict much today for 
there would be danger of leaving out 
many of the most essential things. 
Matters have been at sixes and sevens 
for so long that the old timers had just 
about given up all hope of a house clean- 
ing. The time is at hand when many 
matters of the gravest nature will be 
presented in now what is a true light, as 
to the real capacity of men who were 
supposed to know things as well as to do 
things. How the United States escaped 
as the nation did, is a mystery when so 
many matters are coming to the surface 
that men in high places had hoped 
would forever remain sealed. 

In all, the mass of hearings now going 
on and investigations soon to be held, 
one really important inquiry should not 
be lost sight of. It is not such a great 
matter as great things go, but it opens 
up a situation that is very apt to bring 
to*public ‘notice facts as to the railroad 
situation that will be of the greatest 
value to the country at this time. The 
Senate has adopted a resolution intro- 
duced by SenatorHoke Smith of Georgia 
to the effect “that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be, and it is hereby, 
requested to investigate and report 
upon living conditions of trainmen who 
are compelled to lie over between trips 
at terminals of railroads, and also to 
investigate the feasibility on the part: of 
railroad companies of furnishing to 
their men, accommodations — suitable 
to their needs at such terminals.”’ This 
is in itself, not much on the surface, but 
the inquiry will open up many matters 
that will provide for other inquiries 
The railroad situation is as bad as it can 
be just at this time and no one can pre- 
dict with any safety just what will 
happen. So the Congress is seeking all 
the light possible and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the power in 
government circles behind the roads 
can render telling reports at times when 
to some quarters they are not needed at 
all. But this little inquiry better be 
followed as one never can tell just what 
may happen and the railroads have 
many friends now, you must remember. 
The great question of government owner 
ship does not enter into a hearing of 
this sort, but with so many men in 
public and official life who are just 
chocked full of every sort of ism and 
scheme and government control and 
ownership, a few sparks may strike in 
the most unexpected places. Hence, it 
is best to watch out for all such inqui- 
ries. But the report that will follow 
will give the railroad men something 
worth having, no doubt, and that can 
be taken along with increased .wages 
as being another spot in the high cost of 
living. Somebody is forever calling for 
tickets and punching them as well. 

And.speaking of railroads, here isa 
matter of how the government does 
certain things with the other fellow’s 
goods. They say everything ts fair in 
love and war and in this town the rule 
is a bit reversed. It seems to be always 
fair for the ‘men in charge of govern- 
ment plants (whether really govern- 
ment or made so by war conditions) to 
do as they will, never heeding condi- 
tions. The railroads have been made a 
mighty costly part of the government 
‘during the past months and the people 
of the country have paid the bill only in 
part. Only recently when the nation 
was threatened with a holdup by the 
coal miners, the railroad management 
seized coal wherever it could be found 
and sent it just as it pleased the authori- 
ties. Coal was sent, according to orders 
issued by the railroads as managed by 
the government. Of course that condi- 
tion was of the grestest value to many 
localities and no doubt proved of great 
worth to many communities. But there 
is another story that should make some 
one blush with shame. If Unele Sam 
has been acting as a” bashful boy the 
past few months, he has no blushes left. 
The question is now being asked in 
Washington, as well as in many other 
places, did it ever occur to any govern- 
ment official that coal cost money? But 
the question of costs, except deficits, 
has not a very good reputation here jus- 
now. Well, the government officials 
confiscated coal from scores of opera: 
tors. This coal was confiscated in tran- 
sit and diverted from its original con- 
signees to other consignees and up to 
this time very little of it has been paid 
for. Some of the larger companies of 
course, Can stand a good strain, but 
some of the smaller coal operators tt 
has meant absolute ruin and 
many of them have not been able to 
meet even their payrolls Companies 
ure now sending out agents gong all 
over the west and southwest, trying to

of any problem, considered this a grave 
mistake, since it is just these men who 
are going to keep alive the best tradi- 
tions of kindness and of sharing which 
won the war. In France, thanks to 
American philanthropy, men may now 
have several different sets of artificial 
limbs which enable them to plow and 
reap and carry on the work of tilling the 
soil. 

Germany did not fight merely to kill 
people, nor yet to expand her territory 
or seize the land of other countries, but 
for trade reasons. She invaded the 
valleys of the Aisne and Marne with the 
definite purpose of destroying her in- 
dustrial and trade rivals. Seventy per 
cent of the factories of France are des- 
troyed and in the territory which was 
fought over, the land is so torn by 
shells that men attempting to return 
to their homes in the devastated coun- 
try sometimes can’t guess within five 
miles where their farms were. 


When the Germans fell back from 
occupied country near Noyon and Ham, 
in an area of eighty square miles, not 
only was every house burned, telegraph 
and telephone wires cut, but every 
tree was felled, bridges and roads were 
blown up and one part out of every 
piece of farm machinery was removed 
so as to make them all quite useless. 
The people except the very old men and 
women and the little children, were de- 
ported to work for Germany in her 
mines and factories and on the farms. 
They were looked upon merely as so 
much human material to be shipped 
away on cattle trains. They were 
worse than off negro slaves in the days 
before the Civil War. For these slaves 
a price was paid and owners exercised 
some restraint about damaging their 
own property, but as the deported 
wore represented no investment they 
received no care. 

In spite of these terrible experiences 
the people of France are now fighting to 
rebuild their country along the finest 
lines so that the greatest sacrifices shall 
not have been made in vain. 


It was not necessary to ask when the

border line into Germany was passed 
since one had so_ evidently entered a 


pre-war world where there were happy, 
smiling people living in a peaceful un- 
devastated country. The soldiers in the 
army of occupation were treated with 
the utmost courtesy and_ kindness, 
the Germans giving the impression that 
their greatest deprivation had been 
that they couldn’t associate as friends 
with the allies even while they fought. 
This attitude was at first considered 
only as a mask for their real feelings, a 
mask which would slip when the terms 
of peace were made known. A scrcet 
armament was prepared in order to be 
ready for any emergency, but the pre- 
cautions were quite unnecessary as the 
announcement of the terms found the 
Germans quite unmoved and they con- 
tinued to treat the soldiers of the allied 
nations not as conquerors, but as guests. 
The secret of this was that they were 
confident of capturing the world trade 
for which they fought and that they 
think the allies who fought for an ideal 
are mere hypocrites. 

Germany has dealt a paralyzing blow 
at the industries of France and Belgium 
and since she cannot pay her indemnity 
until she is furnished with raw materials 
her factories in full swing and goods on 
the market, she has every chance of 
being ten years up the roads toward her 


As for the prospect of famine, riot and 
anarchy, Mr. Dawson is of the opinion 
that Germany makes anarchists like 
hand grenades not for home consump- 
tion, but to do harm in the midst of her 
rivals. 

One of the lessons taught by the 
war is that where.a man sees a great in- 
justice being done, he shall not look 
upon it as a job for some one else to 
straighten out, but make it his own job 
and go out and do it himself. As the 
men of England faced the crisis of 1914, 
so lawyers, doctors and clerks came for- 
ward to prevent the chaos threatened 
by the railroad strike and so men from 
many walks in life did their duty in po- 
licing the city of Boston. 

Only by presenting a united front and 
sharing the duties and responsibilities 
as well as the good things of life, will 
it be possible to preserve the fine tradi- 
tions of the war.

Village 


Much of what I have saved about 
this old Frye District has been incor- 
porated into the sketches of separate 
families, but now what I wish to show 
is a few good reasons why we should 
hesitate before dropping this ancient 
and honorable name we have so long 
used for one of the most romantic sec- 
tions of our town. It was in the region 
long called the moose county where the 
bears used to resort and the Canadian 
braves crossed the fords to raid. Along 
its high ridge stalked Ephraim Ste- 
vens the scout, who ran to warn the 
Abbott brothers who were clearing up 
the ‘Brothers’ Field’ that spring 
morning in 1676 when vengeance fell 
on Joseph Abbott. A few block houses 
stood this side of the fords for defence. 
Here was the Canada line till about 
1725. Dan Poor had taken his grant 
at the junction of the Shawshin with 
the Merrimac, but till the trail we used 
to cross from North to West parish was 
succeeded by a good highway about 
1712 that runs through Frye Village up 
past the West church to Lowell, travel- 
ling along this trail was always a ven- 
ture. 

Here came Thomas Rowell between 
1650 and 1660 to put his little fulling 
mill on the brook that long carried his 
name, Rowell’s Folly, a term used at 
several entrances to the Shawshin for 
the places where screens were placed 
to retain the fish that came up the small 
waterways in the spring. Rowell had 
married the widow of Christopher Os- 
good of Ipswich, Margery Fowler, 
whose father fetched over the first full- 
ing mill set up in New England. I have 
an idea that this happened in Andover, 
but I cannot yet get the tale in full of 
this ancient machinery for caring for 
the cloth we all spun and wove at our 
homes. The word weaver occurs most 
often in the trades referred to in our 
early deeds. Daughters of the rich 
served as tailors and went from house 
to house to make the substantial cloth- 
ing that passed down the generations 
as heirlooms. And they all came to 
Osgood’s mills to get the cloth fulled, 
for Rowell died in 1662 and Christo- 
pher Osgood (2) and his sons and grand-

alliance with other more ventursome 
tribes these Osgoods went North, East 
and West, to build more mills. I 
chased eight generations of Osgoods in 
one branch named Christopher, through 
Middlesex, Worcester and Berkshire 
Counties, to New York state all building 
clothiers mills which very likely did what 
the big wool mill corporations do today. 


Finally, the last of the line I found 
was a schoolmaster, enlisting in the 
Civil War and the heirs were placed as 
lingering in Danville, New York, which 
failed me and every postmaster of Dan- 
villes in the country, generously came 
to my aid, and located the family in 
Danville, Michigan, I think, and the 
descendent most interested was a Fail- 
road man who hoped to retire some time 
and come East and visit his Christo- 
pher ancestor at old Town Farm where 
his house once stood, and wander with 
us up Rowell’s brook that caught ale- 
wives and shad in Frye Village, but 
nursed trout at the source in the cool 
woods. 


Ezekial Osgood (3) died in 1745 and 
about that date, Hugh Gordon, a 
weaver over from Scotland with others, 
married a cousin of Samuel Frye and 
the call came to go up to Blue Hill, 
Maine, and settle and the Osgoods 
joined many more, Holts and Peters 
and others there, Samuel Frye of the 
fourth generation on the Sam Frye 
place, now the Atkins place in North 
Parish, gave up his share of the farm to 
his brother John, whose line stayed till 
near today, and he married a cousin 
Elizabeth of the General James Frye 
who had just founded Fryeburg, Maine, 
and decided to take over Osgood Mills. 
I have not yet corralled the date of the 
transfer, but Ezekiel did not get away 
till 1768, the date on his almanac 
margin, while Frye was over here some 
time after his marriage in 1753 and his 
daughter Phoebe was the first of the 
lot he got baptised here in 1762. He 
probably lived east of the railroad at 
the start, in one of the Osgood houses, 
but Mr. Frye told me that the old red 
house was built for him before 1775 on 
the winding highway that was used in 
the village before the Londonderry 
turnpike dated through the old way, 
winding along from Methuen around 
Phillips Hill and out again at Donald’s 
and across the street to Joseph Poor's 
and for awhile coinciding with the 
turnpike road, went in behind to Mar- 
lands village and so to the old grist 
mill at Abbott Village, past the powder 
mill_on.the height 

Samuel, therefore, at Frye Village, 
was the first Frye to stop over on the 
way North. 
the Ward place, later held. by the Bixby 
Abbott line, but the Fryes were the 
pioneer builders of most of the houses 
at Osgood’s settlement as the new mills 
called the weavers round it. 

They say the phrase ‘nip and tuck” 
came from the peculiar action of the old 
machines on the webs, but the whole 
matter of weaving and fulling is beyond 
me. ,
